Emphasized in the letter are 
the facts that Tyendinaga Mohawk 
became a private corporation 
before the referendum vote, that 
the Dept. of Indian Affairs is 
pushing Incorporation on the 
Reserve, the Corporation will 
be subject to Provincial and 
Municipal regulations and 
Provincial taxation, and that 
Chief Brant stated that he would 
step down if the people think 
it is necessary, but has not yet 
done so. 

A Public Meeting was called 
for Tuesday night to meet with 
Attorney Malcolm Montgomery 
from Toronto.

Mr. Brant also went on to 
discuss the referendum which 
was held concerning the owner- 
ship of Tyendinaga. From a 
possible 490 eligible voters 
as certified by the electoral 
officer, only 276 votes were 
cast, of these 163 were against 
band ownership, 97 were for 
and |6 were spoiled ballots. 
Many people indicated at 
general meetings before the 
referendum that they did not 
wish to see the Band Council 
sitting in a board of directors 
for fear the corporation would 
be doing Council business. 

Since the company was 
formed under private ownership 
the Council has treated it as it 
would any other company and has 
absolutely no financial interest 


in the company. 


Mr. Brant went on to state 
that Mr. C. Brant who has 
a vested interest in the company 
disqualified himself from any 
issue involving Tyendinaaqa 
Mohawk, Ltd. and that all 
funds received as salary by 
Mr. Brant in his capacity as 
Industrial Commissioner in 
connection with Tyendinaga 
Mohawk were refunded in full

Members of the Opposition 
to the formation of a corporate 
entity on the Tyendinaga Re- 
serve were scheduled to meet 
with the Minister of Indian 
Affiars, Jed Buchanan in 
Ottawa last Thursday . 

The delegation was chag- 
rined to discover that, although 
the Minister had an appointment 
with the group for II o'clock, 
he was unavailable at that 
time. None of the deputy 
ministers for the department 
were available either. V. Gran, 
J. Evans, J. Conduiet, |. 
Goodleaf, and J, Deacy, 
Minister's subordinates were 
on hand to discuss the matter 
with the group. 

They were questioned 
as to why the group's attorney's 
letter was unanswered and 
were informed that a further 
period of two weeks was needed 
to draft a reply.

The Ontario Municipal | 
Board has approved an applic- | 
ation for construction of a | 
$325,000 community centre 
in Deseronto. 

Clerk-Treasurer for the 
Town of Deseronto, Sam 
Knapp received official 
approval of the plan on Oct. 
Il, and building is expected 
to commence soon. 

Building Chairman, Jack 
Layfield and Fund-Raising 
Committee Chairman Clarence 
Aieman both had considerable | 


praise for Mr. Knapp, Reeve 
George Lyons, and MLA 
Clarke Rollins for their assist- 
ance in speeding the application 
through official channels, 
passing necessary by-laws 
arranging financing, and 
arranging the sale of the former 
rink site to the Ontario 
Housing Corporation, all in the | 
two-month period since the 
approval of the federal-provin- 
cial loan in late July. 

Mr. Layfield will be 


meeting on Wednesday night 
with Peter Anderson of Greer, 
Galloway and Associates to 
finalize building details. Mr. 
Anderson is an engineering 
consultant. 

A tender for the construction 
of the arena has already been | 
awarded to Bell-Con Construct- | 
ion Ltd. of Belleville. | 

The fund-raising committee | 
met last night (Tuesday) to 
discuss acceleration of their | 
fund drive, and to inform the | 
public of the latest develop- 
ments in the project. 

Mr. Zieman estimates that 
an additional $35,000 must 
be raised by the fund-raising 
committee for items such as

The Commission is not satisfied from the evidence produced 
in the written application and at the Public Hearing that 
Campeau had considered adequately and made provision 

for the obligations and responsibilities inherent in the 
operation of Bushnell's various broadcasting undertakings. 
In particular, the representatives of Campeau were not, 

in the opinion of the Commission, sufficiently specific : 
in expressing their programming plans for these broadcasting 
undertakings or in explaining how Bushnell under Campeau's 
ownership would function within the CTV Network, of 
which Bushnell is a dominant member. 


The Commission also took note of the concerns expressed 

by the intervenors regarding the possible conflicts of in- 
terest that might arise between the objectives of a company 
engaged in the development and management of real 

estate and the responsibilities imposed on broadcasters 

by the Broadcasting Act. The Commission agrees that such 
public issues as government housing policies, regional 
planning, the re-zoning of lands and the relationship of 
landlords to tenants contain a potential for conflict between 
the objectives of a developer and manager of real estate 
and the responsibilities of broadcasters to provide balanced 
opportunity for the expression of differing views on matters 
of public concern. In the opinion of the Commission, 

the representatives of Campeau failed to respond adequate- 
ly to these concerns. 


In view of its denial of this application, the Commission 
will expect a further application for the divestiture of the 
Bushnell shares held by Western Broadcast Holdings Ltd. 
to be placed before it not later than April Ist, 1975. 
Such application should take into account the concerns 
of the Commission expressed in this and previous decisions 
and public announcements concerning the shareholdings 
of Western Holdings Ltd. in Bushnell. 


In its Decision 74-58, the Commission stressed that it 
expects the dominant CTV stations not only to provide a 
local service but to contribute to regional and national 
services as well. The decision stated that CJOH-TV 

has the complex responsibilitiy within the CTV network 

of reflecting to the rest of Canada the National Capital 
area, with its distinctive bilingual and bicultural charac- 
ter, as well os the other communities of the Eastern Ontario 
triangle, with their varying historical, social and cultural 
traditions. The decision also recognized that Bushnell, 
with excellent studio and technical facilities, has been 
active in the production of television Programs not only 
for the CTV Network but for other nerworks and for inter- 
national syndication. The Commission will expect any 


future applicant to demonstrate an awareness of these 
important functions of Bushnell and to develop concrete 
proposals to ensure their fulfilment,
